RICE GUILDS‘AND THE 
SHANGHAI COUNCIL. 


Better Hopes of a Settlement. 


. -- Shanghai, June 30, 

. Altbouzh nodefinite settlement 
‘has been arrived at in convection 
with the rice sbop dispute at 
Shanghai, the situation is less 
strained than during the past few 
dass, and there appears a better 
prospect of good gense prevailing 
in the interest of an amicable 
settlement. As was foreshadow- 
ed, the extreme measure of closing 
the rice shops is not uow al- 
together in  favotir. Av 
earlier realisation’ of the fact 
that the Counoil’s proposal 
ia neither harsh nor discriminat- 
ing would have prevented much 
of the present misunderstanding 
and there are welcome sigus that 
thie fact is now being appreciated 
at its proper value. It is also 
being recognized that the new 
regulation will apply to all 
within the Settlement, with- 
out exception, - and that 
those who remain iri the Settle 
ment must obey the regulations, 
whatever they may be.

Lectnring on“ Reading—a 
Virtwe or Vice ?™ at, somewhat 
inappropriately, Stationers’ Fall, 
Desa Irge announced that news- ) 
paper reading wasa bad habit. 

Be didn’t do it (at Joast. not 
much), aod the less others read 
thani {ibe newspapers) the better 
for them (thé readers.) 

The average man, the Dean bas 
discovered, spends hours a day 
reading ephemeral trash, which 
could not be of any good at all. 

He, personally, stuck to the 
novel. Not that the Dean reads 
Ethel M. Dell or E. Phillips 
Oppenheim. By novel he meant 
the old English novel. He 
thought, he said, that the glorious 
traditions of Seott. Dickens, and 
Thackeray should be kept up. 

He was vorry, he added, to see 
that some.of our novelists were 
obviously copying the French 
ao? Russian novelists. That was 
foreign to the genius of our race. 

HoW TO READ. 

Another part of the Dean's 
lecture instructed the andience 
how properly to read. People 
read a great deal too quickly, be 
thought. and for.that reason he 
advocated .reading aloud. The 
bighest cormpliment one could 
pay & book was to read it, shut it 
up. .and think about it The 
habit of taking notes while resd- 
ing he commended, while the 
keeping of a commonplace book 
was useful. 

One ought to read not only in 
one’s own language, bot in other 
languages, also. He did not how- 
ever, disparsge the reading of 
translations. ‘ 

The Dean went on to say that 
in quite modern times the reading 
habit bad taken possession of us, 
with the result that we had come 
to be a nation of readers rather 
than of hearers. 

READING RELIGION. 

That was one of the reasons 
why people did not go to church 
as they formerly did; they pre- 
ferred to take their spiritual and 
intellectual nourisbment through 
the eyo rather than through the 


ear. . 

The reading habit bed digplac- 
ed the babit of listening. The 
Dean quoted the case of a work- 
ing man who attended a lecture. 
and when be was offered a peneil 
ard paper, touched his forehead

Regarding the discussion which took place at the 
meeting of the Chinese Geveral Chamber of Commerce on 
Saturday anent the Government's Kents Restriction Bill 
one has to bear in mind that the majority of the members 
of that body Are landlords. The criticisms offered were on 
bebalf of interested parties and one cannot. therefore. give 
thein the same value as if they had been made by impartial 
merchants. [t isuf value always to have both sides of a 
case given. bat the fact should not be lost sight of that it 
was the landlord's defence that was heing presented. 
What the Chinese generally think can be best guaged by 
what has appeared in the local vernacular press and we 
understand*that there has been nething but pratse for the 
Government so far. 

In conversation with a Uhinese resident of long 
standing yesterdat we were tuld that the meastire fas been 
“hailed with the greatest of satisfaction by fully ninety per 
vent of the native populatinn--by the people who have incest 
keenly’ felt the upward rise in the cust of housing. He was 
of opinion that those few merchants of the Chamber of 
Commerce whe are cor landlords, would not be very willing 
to disagree with their fellow members and he was of 
opinion that the Conmittee of ten which had been appointed 
by the Chamber would not he able to present an impartial 
report on the justive of the measure.
